Ozeena is the professional or technical name 
given to an advanced form of catarrh in 
which ulceration has eaten through the mem- 
brane lining of the nose to the cartillage of 
the bone. Any cave of catarrh may ead in 
ezcena, but it most frequently occurs in those 
who are naturally scrotulous. The discharge 
takes place through the nostrils or through 
the throat, and is generally of a yellowish or 
greenish-yellow color, frequently tinged with 
blood, and almost: alwave attended by an offen- 
sive smell.

A Feeling that Arbitration 
Will Fall Through. 


RUSSIA DETERMINED TO HAVE HERAT. 


At Will Be Seized When the Time Comes, 
No Matter What the Treaties or 
Negotiations May Be. 


Associated Press Dispatches to The Times. 

Lonpon, May 9.—The Standard says 
Herat is now the main question. No 
Russian pledge, however binding, which 
would only relieve us froma diplomatic 
to prevent us from 
taking action to forestall eventualities. 

Lonvon, May 9.—A dispatch from St. 
Petersburg states that the Journal de St. 
Petersburg day declares that Russia 
will shortly open negotiations with Eng- 
land for the appointment of representa- 
tives of the Russian government at Cal- 
cutta. 

Lonvon, May 9.—The Times doubts the 
existence of any documents or dispatches 
respecting the Anglo-Russian agreement 
of March 17th sufficiently definite for the 
purposes of arbitration. Referring to the 
report from Vienna that Herat is not 
mentioned’ in the negotiations between 
England and Russia, the Times says if 
the government thinks the fate of Herat 
may be left to the capriees of the Ameer, 
the ministry had better tell the country 
their opinion, and either give place to 


others more far-seeing, or abstain from 
boasting of their money prestige and half- 
hearted measures which deceive nobody, 
and least of all Russia.

submit the question in dispute to arbitra- 
tion, yet it is announced that delay is

Lonpon, May 9.—At the plenary Cabi- 
net council held to-day the Admiralty 
were directed to cancel orders issued to 
provide fgr conveyance of 2000 British 
troops to India. Three steamers had 
been ehartered for this purpose and are 
ready to sail. 

St. PererspurG, May 9. —The middle 
harbor at Cromstadt, which it was thought 
might be kept closed, was opened to ship- 
ping to-day. 

ENVELOPED IN UNCERTAINTY, 
Lonpon, May 9.—The Anglo-Russian 
situation continues to be enveloped in a 
cloud of uncertainty. It is absolutely 


bring forth. No sooner had the people 
begun to become reconeiled to the idea of 
submission of the difficculty to arbitra- 
tion than reports began to prevail ques- 
tioning the probability of there being any 
arbitration after all the talk as to the 
great things it was about to accomplish. 
To-night no one professes to understand 
what the precise conditions of 
the negotiations with Russia 
may be. The average Englishman finds 
it difficult, if not impossible, to disabuse 
himself of the feeling that whatever Glad- 
stone and Granville may say to the can- 
trary, the Russian diplomats are getting 
the better of the British. Every delay in 
the negotiations has redounded to Russia’s 
advantage. While the ministers have 
been taitking, the Russian railway has 
been actively pushed toward the Afghan 
frontier, and Russian troops have seized 
debatable territory. These are facts, 
and the average Briton grows impatient 
when the attempt is made to belittle 
their importance or obscure them with a 
cloud of words. The position of affairs 


doubt as to create a general feeling of in- 
security.

LIKELY TO FALL THROUGH 
gains weight from the announcement 
made to-day that there is likely tobe con- 
siderable delay in the preliminary details. 
There is no denying that this announce- 
men?¢is received by many people with a 
smile. The delay, it is said, will be 
necessary ‘in order to allow the cabinets 
of the two countries to come to a decision 
upon the precise points to be submitted 
to arbitration. Some people profess to 
think this process of arriving ata pre- 
liminary understanding will be so fruitful. 
a sourceof delay that the chances of the 
arbitration taking place at all are decidedly 
slight. Thecabinet it is thought may find 
themselves as much at sea in deciding 
what shall be submitted to arbitration, as 
they were in trying to come to an under- 
standing in regard to the original diffi- 
culty. 
It is humorously suggested they may 
be obliged to resort to preliminary arbi- 
tration in order to determine what shall 
be submitted to the arbitrators. The 
possibilities of this sort of diplomacy 
opens up arich field to the imaginative 
statesman. This — of the situation 
gains additional likelihood when one 
considers the latest exchange.of views 
that has taken place between Granville, 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, and 
De Staal, Russian Minister. Between 
these diplomats the difference of opinion 
about such primary questions as the 
scope of the proposed arbitration and the 
zone of* delimitation still remains un- 
settled. Whether thesé divergent views 
can be reconciled and a common stand- 
point reached from which to consider the 
main question is by no means certain. 
De Staal has proposed that the whole 
SCHEME OF ARBITRATION SHALL 
ABANDONED 
in case acomparison of the evidence re- 
garding the Penjdeh incident shall be 
found to sustain Russia’s interpretation 
of the agreement of March 17. Granville 
is inclined to accede to this proposition, 
but only on condition that Russia will 
grant a definite treaty in which she shall 
pledge herself not to make any further 
advance into Afghanistan. There is little 
likelihood that Russia will make any such 
treaty as Granville suggests. There is 
increasing reason to believe the possession 
of Penjdeh has whetted the appetite of 
the voracious Russian bear, and that 
nothing but Herat will long appease its 
Russians herein London who 
are on terms of intimacy with officials of 
the Russian embassy do not hesitate to de- 
clare openly that Russia intends to take 
Herat. They assertit will be an = easy 
matter to obtain the ‘assent of the Ameer 
to Russian occupation, and they declare 
no treaty which should propose to forbid 
such action on the part of Russia would 
have any binding effect when the oppor- 
tunity comes or is made to seize Herat. 
Herat will be seized, no matter what the 
treaties or negotiations may be. This 
} opportunity is not likely to come imme- 
diately,- they think, and Russia, they 
aver, will for the present make no advance 
beyond the line of the frontier which 
shall be ayreed upon in the coming nego- 
tiations at: London. They say further 
that Russia does not contemplate inter- 
vening in the affairs of Herat proprio 
motu of her own accord, but when the 
local tribes, together with the Hearatese, 
shall ask for 

PROTECTION OF THE CZAR, 
Russia is bound to incorporate them in 
her dominions. Englishmen familiar with 
the story of the annexation of Merv think 
they understand what the Russians mean 
when they speak of the locai tribes asking 
the protection of the Czar. There is a 
shrewd suspicion afioat that the importu- 
nate asking for protection by the Mervii, 
which the Czar had no heart to withstand, 
was not quite proprio motu. These ex- 
pressions of opinion and belief on the part 
of Russians who have access to the Russian 
Embassy are a fair reflex of the tone of 
De Staal’s recent communications to Gran- 
ville.

Eloquent Speeches by Generals Sherman 
and Logan, Gov. Oglesby and Others 
—A Poem fir the Occasion. 


The twentieth anniversary of the 
death of Abraham Lincoln was generally 
observed at Springfield, Ill., the old 
home of the martyred President. The 
military representation was good, the 
Grand Army of the Republic of differ- 


ent States was also weil represented, 
and other parts of 
the country formed a part of the great 
assemblage. 

A stand was erected in the basement 
of the capitol, and around this a vast 

rowd was congregated to listen to the 
opening exercises. Among those upon 
the stand were Gen. Jobn A, Logan, 
Gen. W. T. Sherman, Gov. R. J. Ogles- 
by, Col. Edwin A. Sherman, of San 
Francisco, and others. The assemblage 
was called together by Gen. J. N. Reece, 
and the opening prayer was by Rev. 
Francis Springer. The address of wel- 
come was by;Gov. Oglesby. Among 
other utterances h6 said: “I welcome 
you—welcome ‘you to the solemn rites 
and services which wiil forever mark 
“the return, of that. sad hour when fell 
the great Liberator, feil that great light, 
who under Providence, and ‘the guid- 
ance of bis own wonderfal, almost in- 
finite genius, directed our way through 
the darkest hour to befall any Nation, 
and surely the darkest and saddest hour 
to our own beloved country ever scored 
by the cruel finger of time, whose indis- 
tinguishable influence, radiant with 
hope and promise, sfill leads us to the 
sweeter and purer light of a broader 
liberty and higher maniood.”’ 

This was followed by ‘‘ Memorial 
Song,’’ by a grand chorus of singers, at 
the close of which Hon. J. C. Conkling 
gave au eloquent address. We quote: 
‘*Had he (Lincoln) died earlier, he 
would not have @lled the full measure 
of his fame, and the grand object of his 
mission would not have been accom- 
plished. But he lived to see the disso- 
lution of the rebel armies; to hear the 
exultant shouts of our victorious legions; 
to grasp the hand of the slave redeemed 
by the genius of emancipation; to see 
the star spangled banner floating glori- 
ously over every fort and every citadel 
that had belonged to the Government; to. 
behold treason crushed, the Constitu- 
tion preserved and the Union saved.”’ 

Of his assassination he said: ‘*The 
shock wus felt to the remotest extremi- 
ties of the earth. Every civilized peo- 
ple recoiled with horror and execrated 
the dastardly act. Even barbarism 
shuddered at the enormity of the crime. 
Crowned heads shed tears of grief, and 
the poor downtrodden slave uttered the 
wailings of despair. All classes ot soci- 
ety experienced, in this terrible blow, a 
personal affliction. This nation was 
draped in mourning. The habiliments 
of woe appeared on every side. Strong 
mens’ hearts were crushed, and they 
wept like children. Across this wide-: 
spread continent a prolonged wail of 
agony ascended to heaven, as if the 
world’s final catastrophe had arrived.’’ 

At the close of this address, ‘‘Lincoln 
‘Hymn,’’ written for the occasion, was 
sung by a grand chorus of voices, after 
which Dr. H. M. Starkloff, ex-President 
of the North American Turner Bund, 
delivered an address, in which the 
speaker reviewed the life of Lincoln, 
aud recalled the greatest act of bis life 
—the proclamation of emancipatioa— 
and the universal grief which followed 
his assassination, and coucluded by up- 
hviding the martyr President as a para- 
gon of true virtue, wisdom and ambition 
to the youth of this country. Music by 
the band, and then Gen. John A. Logan 
rose anid deafening cheers. He glanced 
at the early life of Lincoln and followed 
him from the obscurity ef his boyhood 
to the close of his eventful career, Iu 
his analysis of Lincoln’s character, he 
said: ‘*He met each condition of things 
as presented to him; his great mind 
took in every situation as it was devel- 
oped; he proved himself equal to any 
and all emergencies, and while our coun- 
try waS passing through the severest 
ordeal he kept pace with the advanc- 
ing sentiments of the people, neiiher 
going ahead nor lagging behiad, always 
taking advantage of the proper moment 
to do the right thing,.as was exemplified 
by his proclamation of emancipation, 
giving freedom to an oppressed race. 
He met all questions at an opportune 
moment, and seemed ever full of hope 
as-well as confident of the ultimate suc-— 
cess and compiete restoration of the 
Union.”’ 

Following General Logan, Gen, Wm. 
T. Sherman made a few extemporane— 
ous remarks, among which were the 
following eloquent utterances: ‘Noth - 
ing that I can say can add one particle 
of fame to Abraham Lincoln. He, him- 
self, in life did his work nobly and with 
his own hands penned his name high 
upon the temple of fame where it stands 
to-day in splendor, seen by all men, and | 
becoming brighter and brighter each 
year as the mists of passion are dis- 
pelled by time.

Protecting Harvest Laborers. 


During the closing days of the State 
Legislature the following law to protect 
harvest laborers was passed and signed 
by the Governor: ; 

Section 1. Every! person performing 
lwork, or labor of any kind, in, with, 
cool, or upon any threshing machine, 
the: engine, horse-power, wagons, Or ap- 
urtenances thereof, while engaged in 
threshing, shall have a lien upon the same 
to the extent of. the value of his services. 

Sec. 2. The lien herein given shall 
extend for ten days after the person has 
ceased such work or labor. 

Sec. 3. If judgment shall be recovered 
in an action to recover for said seryices 
for work or labor performed, and said 
property shall be sold, the proceeds 
such sale shall be distributed pro rata to 
all judgment creditors who have within 
ten days begun suits to recover judg-

Water—OUur Supply—Suggestions tor 
Inereasing and Parifying it. 


The need ot healthful water, both for 
drinking and for culinary purposes, is 
next in importance to that of healthful 
food, Stagnant water whose surface is 
exposed to the atmosphere, is, at or- 
dinary temperatures, soon alive with 
vegetable and animal organisms, whole 
botanical and zoological gardens. of 


| which may be found in a single drop. | 


Many of these are visible to the unas- 
sisted eye, but vastly more of such in- 


finitessimal dimensicns as to be seen 
ouly through the microscope. These 
organisms are as various in their forms 
aud characteristics as those of larger, 
size and quite as numerous in genera 
and species. Some of them are so 
nearly functionless that scientists have 
been unable to award them places in 
either the animal or vegetable kingdom, 
being mere dots of animated proto- 
plasm. So abundant are these little 
organisms in stagnant water that not a 
part of it can be taken, however small, 
in which the microscopedoes not reveal 
théir presence. All stagnant water is 
teeming. Whole nations ot animalcule 
are guiped at a single draught. The 
peculiar stench arising from pools of 
stagnant water is due to the decaying 
bodies and excremental matter of these 
little inhabitants. One’s gorge rises at 
the thought of eating and drinking 
these putrescences. 

That such water should be unhealth- 
fulis but a matter of course. What 
amount of malaria and other sickness 
has resulted from the use of water thus 
poisoned, it is impossible to know. To 
say that half the diseases and deaths of 
our cities, great and small, may be 
ascribed to this source alone is no ex- 
uggeration. As contagious diseases are 
now supposed to be produced by micro- 
scopic organisms, it 1s not improbable 
that these and epidemics generally have 
their incipient causes in the presence of 
stagpant water. 

When diseases of this nature, origin- 


| atiog elsewhere, are passing over the 


country, the presence of stagnant water 
may serve as relays reinforcing the 
‘energy of the contagion. 

When General Butler conquered New 
Orleans, he conquered, in some degree, 
the malaria as well. Subsequently the 
yellow fever passed over that city, but 
tarried at Memphis, because of having 
found in the seething morasses of the 
vicinity its own proper aliment. 
Norfolk, the filthiest city in America, 
was, a few years ago, visited by a pesti- 
lence hitherto without a name, 

Most scientists now teach thai life 
first began on our planet as microscopic 
organisms in the water. Certain it 18 
that stagnant water is still the fertile 
source of protozoic as well as somewhat 
higher organic life. 

I shall not pretend that the water in 
use in our city is not us free from decay- 


ing organic matter and as healthful as: 


that of most cities. Neither do I pro- 
pose to reflect on the action of the 
water company. I only note the fact 
that the water in general and daily use 
in this city, as in most other cities, is 
continually being poisoned by the de- 
caying bodies and excremental matter 
of an infinitude of minute organisms, 
resulting largely in augmenting’our sick 
and death hsts. It is saying much for 
the salubrity of our climate that Los 
Angeles, under these circumstances and 
notwithstanding the continuous influx 
of invalids, retains-its reputation as 
one of the healthiest cities in the world. 
In order to save our credit in this re- 
gard, however, something must needs 
be done to give our citizens pure water. 
If the cholera, yellow: fever, or any 
other epidemic should visit us, the de- 
mon of the pestilence would find the 
water in daily use his most faithful ally. 
But indicating an evil is only half the 
duty. . The remedy, if practicable, 
should also be pointed out. I venture 
the following facts and suggestions: 
Not far beneath the surface of the 
ground, but at varying depths, is an 
unfailing supply of water. It has its 
source in the winter rains and snows 
that fall on the mountains, and as 
long as the seasons come and go we 
can reasonably hope that the supply 
will not be exhausted. This whole res- 
ervoir has been silted through the sand 
and is free from organic impurities. 
Water, it is true, is a very general 
solvent; but the mineral substances it 
may have taken up are few of them in- 
jurious, and most of them esteemed 


| healthful. 


Can we tap this underground reser- 
voir and cause its water to flow through 
the mains and pipes that supply the 
city? I answer yes; but whether or 
not the cost would be such as to render 
the scheme impracticable is a question 
for the engineer, 

1. If a point could be selected on the 
Arroyo Seco or the Los Angeles river 
where the underground water level is 
less than 33 feet below the surface and 
above that of the land of the city, the 
water could be forced out, on the princi- 
ple of the syphon, and poured into the 
city water pipes. This syphon would 
be only a bent hollow cylinder and 
could cost little more than the same ex- 
tent of pipe on the level. 

2. A place near or within the city 
limits could be selected. Near the 
mouth of the Arroyo Seco, I have been 
informed, that good water in great 
abundance is found within fifteen or 
twenty feet of the top of the ground. 
At this point a steam engine would 
readily force sufficient water into the 
pipes to meet all reasonable demands. 
In either of the above cases the well, in 
order to supply the needed quaatity of 
water, should be large—ten or fif- 
teen feetin diameter—and, in order 
to prevent caving, well and strongly 
walled. 

4. The Los Angeles, like many other 
rivers 1n, Southern California, runs alter- 
nately above and below the surface. ff 
a place should be selected near its last 
rising above the city, it would require 
but little excavating to reach the under- 
ground river percolating through the 
sand and gravel. From this point the 
water could be brought in pipes prob- 
ably to the highest ground of the cfty. 
The pressure on account of the eleva- 
tion of the source would throw jets of 
water to the tops of the tallest houses, 
and thus, in-addition tosupplying water 
for domestic uses become an ef- 
ficient auxiliary to the fire depart- 
ment. 

It looks as if any one of these plans 
is practicable; and if human life is to 
be regarded as of account, and the gen- 
eral health of our city desirable, these 
suggestions may not be unworthy con- 
sideration. The water now supplying 
the city could be relegated to the zanjas, 
any addition to which would be a public 
good, 

We are happy in the possession of 

one of the finest climates of the world. 
We have not been at all backward in 
advertising its excellences. Invalids, 
the world over, have come here to find 
health and the healthfal to find enjoy- 
ment. Butif we are to give our immi- 
grants poisoned water to drink and 
poisoned food to eat, it looks as if our 
place might lose its reputation for 
salubrity. 
By the method proposed, it would 
probably cost less than at present to 
supply the city with water for domestic 
uses. Butif it should cost even a trifle 
more, the general health of the city 
would so tar outweigh the added ex- 
pense as to render it hardly worth 
taking into account. The immediate 
appreciation of property and business- 
resulting from an assurance against 
malarial and pestilential diseases would 
probably doubly compensate the cost of 
the change, from the present system. 
I respectfully present these sugges- 
tions for the consideration of this 
society, believing its opinion,will have 
weight with our citizens, and its in- 
dorsement possibly secure their prac- 
tical adoption.
